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STEPS TO CLEARING YOUR PISTOL 



1 . Point your pistol in a safe direction. Make sure your finger is out 
of the trigger guard. 

2. Remove the magazine by pressing the release button. 

3. Grip the slide with your non-shooting hand ar»d retract the slide 
rearward til it stops. 

4. Push up on the slide stop til the slide is held by the stop. Now 
check the chamber to be assured the gun is unloaded. 



Always unload any firearm before handling or handing it to someone else. 






Press magazine catch and remove magazine.

Barrel bushing then 
rotates back counter clockwise to ^Jlow Barrel 
and Bushing to be pulled out the front of the 
slide. (Swing bfxrel link forward on its pin to 
pass it through slide)

^Usirig a pendl, nail, match, etc, press Firing Pin 
in against its own spring, and slide Firing Pin 
Stop down out of its grooves.

Reach into slot left by Firing Pin Stop 
and pry Extractor out to the rear.

To keep your ptistoi in good operating condition, it is important to dean it 
after firing. 



Wear eye protection when deaning or disassembiir>g a gun. 

Be CERTAIN the gun is UNLOADED before deaning or working on it. 



1 . Unload the pistol. 

2 Follow the disassembly instnxftions for field stripping the pistol down to its 
major components. 

3. Using a bronze brush on a deaning rod atxl bore solvent such as "Shooters 
Choice', swab the barrel several times. 

4. Using a dry dean cloth patch, swab the barrel. 

5. Repeat til the barrel is dean. 

6. Ughtly oil the barrel bore arxd outside. 

7. Wipe off all of the surfaces of the frame, slide and recoil spring, removing 
powder residue and carbon. 

8. Wipe the slide, frame etc. with oil to assure lubrication and rust protection. 



NOTE: Never leave patches or anythirig in the barrel. Such things can 
encoirage rust. Plus if the gun is fired with a patch in the barrel, the gun can 
blow up causir>g injury to the shooter and bystanders. 

When storing your pistol it Is important to keep the pistol in acool dry place 
out of the reach of chil^en. 

When there is any problem with your pistol or on an annual basis, have it 
checked by a competent ginsmith. 
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AMMUNITION 

Use only the caliber marked on the slide of your pistol. Never use other 



calibers. Use only quality factory manufactured ammunition. The use of reloads, 
hand loads, or other non-standard amminition voids all warranties.

LOADING THE MAGAZINE 



Release the magazine by pressing the mag 
catch. (Magazine may eject forcefully or may 
need to be withdravsn by hand.) 

Hold magaulne arxi a cartridge as shown. Use 
the cartridge to depress the spring-loaded 
mag follower far erK)ugh down to let the 
cartridge slide back urxier the magazine's 
ojrved lips. (Any darr«ge to these lips may 
result in a mis-feed or jam.) 

Push the next cartridge down against the 1 st 
one to further depress the mag. follower. The 
standard magazine holds 7 rounds. 




LOADING THE CHAMBER 



REMEMBER; an 8th round may be in the chamber! 



Pointirig the gun In a safe direction, insert the 
loaded rrkagazlne with the bullets pointing 
toward the muzzle. Press firmly enough that 
the rrtagazine locks into place with a click. 

Still pointing the gun in a safe directicxi, cycle 
the slide: pull the slide all the way back by its 
finger grooves and release it. As the slide is 
drawn back, the recoil spring compresses, the 
hammer cocks, arxl the magazine spring 
pushes the top cartridge 141 In line with the 
chamber. Whw the slide is released, the recoil 
spring drives forward, the cartridge moves into 
the firing chamber, and the barrel pivots up on 
I its link. 



This gtn is now LOADED aurd COCKED with its SAFETY OFF — 
squeeze the trigger and FT WILL FIRE. 



When the last shot has been fired, the slide 
locks open. Press down on slide stop to release 
the slkie again. 

To fire the gun, point the gun safely, grip it 
securely artd disengage the thumb safety. 

Align the sights with the target and squeeze 
the trigger. If you are not familiar vdth firearms 
seek the aid of a competent instructor. 
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Proper care and an annual inspection of your gun by a competent 
guiismith wiD greatly reduce the likeliho^ of ary rnaUlinctions. 

Proper care iiKludes: • Using correct, high quality ammunition 

• Watching for worn p^vts apd replacing them early 

• Maintaining cleanliness 

• Not over-lubricating 



Major malfunctiorrs (resulting in the destruction of the firearm, other property, 
persons, yourself...) resiit from too-high pressue in the firing chamber or batrel. 
Such presstres can be caused by: 

• Obstructions 

• Propellant p>owder overloads 

• Incorrect cirtridges 

• Defective cartridges 



STOP HRING IMMEOIATELY AND UNLOAD IF: 

• A cartridge misiires/does not go off 
(wait 30 seconds to unload) 

• A shot sounds weak or abnormal 

• A fired case jams (in the qection port or chamber) 

• The slide doesn't dose properly 

• You feel resistarKe in charribeting a rourxl 



If you have a biilet stuck in the barrel — DO NOT AntAAPT TO SHOOT rr OUT 
with another bullet or blank. It may blow up. 

If the bullet cannot be removed simply by tapping it with a deaning rod, 
take the flrearm to a competent gunsmith. 



If no round fed into the chamber — CHECK TO SEE IF: 

• Magazine has not seated fully 

• Magazine has defr>rmed llp(s) 

• Magazine has dirt in it 



DO NOT OIL CARTODGES. WIPE OUT CHAMBER. 

Oiling the cartridges or chamber creates a dangerous condition with excessive 
presswe. 



USE LUBRICANTS SPARINGLY ON HREARMS MOVING PARIS. 

Lubricants (espedaily aerosols) can penetrate primers atxl even migrate into 
cases. If the primer alone ignites, the bullet is likely to lodge in the barrel. 








1 . Treat all firearms (including this one) as If they are loaded all 
the time. 

2. Always examine a firearm when you pick It up to assure that It Is 
unloaded. 

3. Always keep the muzzle of the gun pointed In a safe direction. 

4. Always keep the safety on until ready to shoot. 

5. Unload guns when not in use and store In a safe manner — 
away from children and those not experienced with firearms. 

6. Always open the action of a gun when handing It to another and 
remember to point the muzzle In a safe direction. 

7. Never dlmb a tree, or jump a fence or other obstacle without 
unloading first. 

8. Be sure of your tjuget before firing. Signs and trees are poor 
targets and this shooting is unsportsmanlike. 

9. Be sure of your back stop. The 45 ACP bullet will go 1600 yards. 
Never shoot rocks or water as these surfaces can ricochet. 

1 0. Drinking and drugs DO NOT go with shooting. 

1 1 . Know your gun and ammunition. Check the barrel for 
obstructions and be sure to use the proper ammunition for your 
gun. Your pistol Is marked on the slide as to the caliber but it's 
important to check the actual barrel for caliber. 

1 2. Don't carry the 191 1 pistol with a round In the chamber and the 
hammer on the 1/2 crxk notch, this is unsafe. If the pistol falls on 
the hammer with it In 1/2 cock notch, the pistol may fire. 

1 3. To unload your semi auto pistol. It Is necessary to remove the 
magazine first. Check the chamber to be sure It is unloaded, too. 

1 4. Keep your pistol pointed down range If it f^ls to fire because a 
delayed Ignition may still occur. Walt 30 seconds before clearing 
the pistol. 

1 5. Practice handling your pistol unloaded. 

16. Wear safety glasses and hearing protection during firing. 

1 7. If you are unfamiliar with Firearms, ChInaSports recommends that 
you seek instructions from a qualified instructor In the safe 
handling of firearms; 

1 8. Remember all guns are to be treated as if they are loaded so 
NEVER point a gun at anything you don't Intend to shoot.
